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even and broken ground , even of many 
httlc hils and holes , and Co prefuppofini 
danger , that a Forlorne of fome fmall 
diflever'd parties was imployed firft to <^fl 
cover it , our maine Grofle Aill following 
by degrees ; by which circuit of A61:ion, as 
fofue of our Enemies qmft needs be fur. 
• ther recoUefted, other.fome were ftill cva- 
xiingbyus, and as it were from between 
our teeth into the Continent; till at length 
a Reformado of my owne Company afie- 
i^ionately biting at fuch a bait , fo ten. 
dered it likewile to fome commanded 
men next the Paflage , that they quit their 
poft, charging home in hope of booty : the 
cautious manage whereof had doubtlefle 
found refponfible fatisfadion , but as they 
fell up entire and in a wedge , part of the 
Calhsians fled back to the City,others made 
as unrecoverably along the Paflc , ifo that 
their purchafe wasonefy fome few trifling 
pieces cafually fallen from the run-awaycs i 
howfoever , thus was the City more expe- 
ditely furrounded in order to the further 
threats bf War 5 but alas, we were now at

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the full of our profecution: , fo warning 
alwayes after , and far from any nearer ap- 
proaches , that leaving the two Collonels 
Burroughs and Bruce to make head before 
the Towne , we were immediately faces 
about , and marching up the Fafle former- 
ly fpecified , perhaps to feize the Bridge of 
Swaco , which joynes it upwardly with the 
Continent, perhaps to relreih our Troopes 
accommodated fo very poorely ^ that for 
Eighty men , my land allowance was but 
Eight little Cbcefe^, and fome few Biskets. 
To proceed, great wfis the pcrill, the pre jur 
^ice that followed it , tor havingjnarched 
like Knights arrant till towards Evening 
upon the deep landy flony Capfcy, we 
came at length to the houfe.of Bacchus^ 
there taking up our quarters » and who 
(hall coniider the plenty of excellent wines, 
then and there ftowed in Magazin , or the 
beftiall abufe of them, will allow this Tax* 
ation proper enough ; for piine owne par. 
ticular, as not knowing what danger 
might be lurking under iuch a precioui 
baite, I referred iny third to the fatisfadioA 

of 
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of fuch Oranges and Lemons, as the neigh- 
bour Trees iniparrcd : but concerning ma. 
ny of the common fort , fo palpable was 
their cxceffc , fo wildly hooted out in ob- 
ftreperous clamours , firings , and like 
Whim{icall dillempers , as beat up all the 
KuicsofDifcipline before it , fcizingour 
Commanders wich extraordinary araa%e- 
ment .♦ neither was there other addrede 
now left us but immediately to Heaven, 
which my Lord Marihall like a true Chri- 
ftian Souidier as prefently put in pradlice, 
by giving out Cod hlejfe tts for the Word. 
And what (ball 1 further lay , but that this 
ty^t and litilc prayer did by an often repe. 
titson, and going continually the round fo 
ftrangcly f^ickle for us, as puzzePd boththe 
counfeil and courage of our encmiet,, 
whereas had they found to time it, and 
but given us now a Cammifdd& , we muft 
needs have run a very defperaxe Fortune. 
This tedious night of dread and danger bc-^ ^ 

iBg at length wethcred out , vve were now 
to retreat againe , little dreaming of any 
ceckoning to be paid for our drunken de- 
luge 
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luge, till we found a body of Spanifii horCe 
attending upon our Reare , and exa6);ing 
it with utmoft cruelty, by the (laughter of 
fuch as were left behind , either Aill and 
Aupidly fartet.{eized , or elfe ftarted afide 
and improvidently raking up and down 
for plunder .• neither did this outragious 
Cavalry thus give over, but ftillpurfued 
uSythough cautioufly,and at fuch a diftance 
as they might either take or leave at plea, 
fure ; till being jealous of fuch a neare aia. 
levolent obferver , and at length haulting 
upon a neck of Land , one way narrowed 
in by fome comberous falt-pans , and bro- 
ken marfh grounds , on the other fide by 
thefea, and a Maflic fteeple.like.building 
of feverall Aories , we here laid a party ol 
MuCjueteeres in Ambufcado , feeking thus 
againe to repay theie bloudy Butchers in 
their owne coine : the trap was now I iay 
fitly laid , we ftill retreating as before, and 
our enemies likewife infilled, fccurely jog- 
ging on through the narrow neck till very 
neereacoftly fulphurous entertainement, 
when upon a Souldier's careleflc blowing 

his 
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his match aloft within the Tower ^ they 
iprung with much aftrighc back aga in , pre 
cipitately Spurring away for fafety, and by a 
iudden husbanding this nicke of time, cva. 
ded to report how greatly little fcruplcs, 
when irregular and going falle , may difap^ 
point mighty projeds j howloever, though 
we thus railed in the maine ,* yet befell it 
hence upon the by, that we could now re. 
turne free from any captious fupervifors, 
and quarter againe with our referve before 
the Town as formerly. The next day ^our 
former Brigade being left at the point to 
aniwer all Alarmes} an arrant we had up 
the Paflc again, the purport of it to feizea 
difcovery of Long-boats for our better ac- 
commodation when home ward bound , for 
now the Souldiers began generally to hitch 
and hummer after their return , looking fo 
often and afiedionatelj towards the Fleet, 
that in outmarch back we could eviJeiu- 
ly fee feyen Gallies of St. Mary-Fort^ now 
enga^ng with that good Ship of the Kings 
the St. Andrew j the weather was faire and 
calme, the Royall VcfTell all alone , and 

E thefe 
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thcfc creeping out like fnakcs in (bfl»{binc 
thus propounded to her in a fiorme of ball 
and powder, to which our Honourable 
Country-man Sr. Jchn Watts (Commander 
there in chief e} made likewifc a (eafona- 
ble replication i for though his oppofites 
fell up to and again , with noife enough 
vapouring out their Ammunition , even 
when aloofe of}', and to little purpofe ; this 
old and valiant Sea-man , nothing moved 
with the chafTe of their vaine-glory, conti. 
nued (lill in filence , his quu was not yet 
come \ but having in the meane time tra- 
vcr»'d all his pieces of furthcil randomecon. 
venienlly , and by this remidcnefTe whet- 
ted their Spanifh arrogance into danger, 
he then powred in fo fowre a broad fide 
upon their bravery, that enough, enough, 
inarket was done already : & they fudden- 
Iv pack'd up and home again , with as cold 
a welcome doubtlelTe as our ovviie was 
likewife empty at our returne before the 
Towne : for the beHy^1>egan here to bark 
fo loud for fufleuancc , and fo with more 
Bolie, becaufcthe neare flore-houfe of our 

(hipping 
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(hipping might relieve us now ac pleafure, 
that hither did vvc refer our fcJves , here 
did vvc mediate with the iighs of our 
Souldiersfor reliefe ^ but this meeting with 
adeafeeare, and Succeeding noL ourJafl 
refuge was either patience, or to value pre- 
pofterous and unnaturall for very wef. 
come and iavory meat j my owne Compa. 
ny being likewiie fo cleare in the point, 
that a fupper of Ajinegoes fleHi wrought 
their extraordinary contentation , with a 
nights reft fo free from either inward di. 
ftempers, or any outward fallies , as better 
enabled us for our retreat the next morn, 
ing. That I may decipher which knotty 
piece, it was conferr'd neceflarily upon 
my Lord of Ejfex , Sir Henry Paore ViC- 
count Valentia , and Sir Edn>ard Hatwood j 
the firfl of thefe was in his very name 
here fo formidable, that Hercules pillars feJI 
at his arrival! into a (hakingague , and but 
for Sir Tbomat Loves unhappy interpofe, he 
had no doubt out of the (hipping alone re. 
turn'd a confiderable viflory ; the fecond 
hamor'd out his honour in the fad com-

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buftionsof /r^Ai«^, having his former va- 
lour there , written ftill and (ignally upon 
his fore-head, in thcmidjft whereof the full 
impreflion ot a rigorous bullet was fo 
deepcly infix'd , as if Mars had purpofely 
done it to Cet him fairer off ', and never has 
any war, (" I except none whatfocvcr ^ af- 
forded a more remark eable , a more glori- 
ous badge of honour.

»?W H4r»?()»rf, I dare tcpprt him (even up- 
on many yeares cbicrvation ) though 
fweetly temper'd, and without noife in the 
houic, yet fo high and adiive in the field, fo 
far beyond our out fide practice, and ftudi- 
cd even in the very learned points, and my- 
ft erics of his profeffion , that if perhaps he 
might have fome equals, yetnoiieofbis 
contemporaries out-did him : and to {peak 
much in little, this was the man whom 
that paragon of parts *john late Lord H^rr^ 
rifigton feleded from a world of others to 
be his bofome friend , and he likewise that 
having now the rcere of all reeres , and 
difpbfing his (hot in loofe and litrie parties 
among the broken hils and blmds , did in 

this 
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this pofture detatnc the enemy till our main 
GrofJe wasmoAIy (hip'd againe ; but after 
a. long diipute , being now dangerouOy 
engaged , and much ovc r.powred j Come 
freHi commanded men from our bodies of 
rcfcrve, not onely fought the prevailing 
F nemy into ballance again , but {bon after 
from bis late gotten ground ; and though 
the command was to retreat , yet our new 
(upplics dill dappeily followed and fired 
upon them , till their Bandeliers coming 
at length to be recruited , here the day be. 
gan to charige upon us , and our raw en., 
gagers with their light matches, (b fudden- 
ly , and in feverall places blew up our pow. 
der, that at the Huffe our Oppofites appre. 
bending it, were newly whetted into edge, 
and fell on againe as bitterly as ever j now 
was the generall cry throughout the field, 
powder, powder pn the Fort (where like- 
wile my Lord Marfball, and feme other 
Commanders were obferving us ) retreat 
retreat with Orders accordingly , and that 
the bringcrs up of our Rcare (hould imme- 
diately follow our main Body already fhip-

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ped j tvhich coniidering the prelent fcarc, 
was with rpurs cihd wings fo very paisi- 
onately fultilkd , that being to pafTe nty 
Pikes and CoUours firi^ aboard , asfraight 
enough for our little Ship.boat, yet did my 
Mufquettedrs Co precipitately huddle in, 
furcharging and keeping it a ground, that 1 
was compeird ( wading the fea 3 to trim it 
againc with my Musket red:. Neither was 
it otherwife (as before is hinted ) with our 
Souldiers at the point , and now engaged $ 
for what with the fcarcity of powder , and 
then the C^Z/xu^ij brisk and iecond charge, 
had not our Officers, with their rough 
browes and fwords , conjur d this pang of 
feare into a fenfe of honour, their heels had 
pqffibly been ninch more nimble than 
their hands ; a difaRer £o ftifly aimed by 
the purfuers, that through the broken 
ground they ftill beat all along upon our 
Reare .* and aboufthis time was it that for 
intelligence at the fir(l hand, 1 now left my 
Musketteers haling themfelves aboard , 
that I might help wheele up one of our 
Drakes areare,to ^me already at the poipt; 

where 
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where I found our enemies Co rifen high 
incrcft , that they were now advancing 
out of covert & after us into an open Level 
neare the Sea.(ide 3 but then againe began 
our little Guns to play withfo much tcr- 
rour and incufl[ion , fo fatally fpattering in 
upoQ their violence , that they as fuddenly 
relented, and (hrunke back, locking them, 
felves up againe in covert ; and thus after a 
paffionate difpute of neare foure houres, 
we wrought out the convenience (though 
with (ome lofTe,} to quit Pointall , and (hip 
our felves againe in fafety : for now was 
all our hope among the briny Billowes, all 
our confidence in Neptnnes Kingdome ; a 
wild and open Champion I coniefle , yet 
where the feverall roades were fuH of 
pretious ware and fumptuous plunder j by 
thefc did Cortru heretofore traniport his

amous golden Colverin, and infinite other weigh?iiSi^\ 
tieafure j by thefe came the xaft eaft Indie i,^^ ,^« ^ 
caraft of ibooooo ducates taken by our Du«t. - 
Levefon and Mcnfon : I, here the wealth, 
here therarieties of the World are continu- 

ally 
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ally tranfientta motive fo confiderabIe,that 
though fomc would rather urge for the ta- 
lc hig of Dun/haul a rich City in the Madera 
lland , yet our admirall and the Major 
voice declining it, our orders were rather 
to ftand off to Sea among(l thefc confide^ 
table pafles ; and in the height of thir- 
ty fix and thirty feven the halie , to 
bid on fiill for an honourable welcome 
home , fortune would perhaps be brought 
about with importunity , either mini- 
firing to us of the plate Fleet, or fome fuch 
after game from the fpicerics , as with re- 
markable flakes might draw likewifc an 
extraordinary reputation j or if the winds 
fhould againe fpit rheir Winter vcnomc, 
ty rannoufly chafing us as before, Budgrave 
in the Streights was appointed us Souther- 
ly to rally in, Northerly the Ifles of Bayon.
